As of today the Arts & Science 
Undergraduate Society is formally 
recognized as being under the 
Jurisdiction of EUS. 

The above motion was auto- 
matically put into cfect when the 
Arts & Science debating team cap- 
tured the vote of the judges yester- 
day, for their ' presentation of the 
resolution "Resolved that the. 
ASUS come under the jurisdiction r'^ 
of the EUS Executive." 

Sid Scderoff, first speaker for 
.the-.affitmative,ven.uineratcd the. 
phases of college life in which the 
Engineers excelled in spirit, blood, 
and noise. "ASUS should enjoy the 
jisthetic beauty of performers at 
smokers," he concluded. 

Tom Laward, first speaker for 
the negative, refuted Scderoff's 
arguments, saying that the ASUS- 
EUS amalgamation would destroy 
the coherency now enjoyed by the 
Engineers. He compared the pro- 
posed merger to the political set-iip 
of Pre-confedcration Canada com- 
menting as to their similarity and 
urging that tho negative of the 
resolution be adopted. 
' Phil Shaposnick, second speaker 
ior the affirmative, rebuked the 
Engineers for turning down the 
ASUS plea to be placed under, 
their jurisdiction, and stated that' 
no gentlemen would do such a 
thing. He pointed out that even 
Mendes-France made mention of 
the superiority of the McGill school 
of Engineering. 

Dan Wainberg, second speaker 
for the negative, remarked that 
with the acceptance of the propos- 
ed resolution EUS would dictate 
a policy to ASUS, a state of af- 
fairs contrary to McGitl's concep- 
tion of democracy. "We hate Arts- 
men," he concluded, "and we won't 
give them advice — they're clue- 
less."

Surely the SEC, the Bookstore and the 
University con find some space on the campus 
where a book exchange might be set up until we 
do hove a new Union. We hope that they will 
keep trying, until they get somewhere.

Sirs: 

I fînd myself compelled to make 
some comment upon Air. Ted 
Brown's criticism in Thursday's 
^Daily", of the recital eiven earlier 
this week by Prof. Blume. 

r consider Mr. Brown's remarks 
about Prof Blume's Euroiiean 
training to be quite uncalled for, 
for it would bo a' very competent 
musician inded who could give any 
kind of a recital without "leaning 
on" some tradition or other, bo it 
European or otherwise. 

Mr. Brown is obviously a Bach 
worshipper, an excess which is 
quite pardonable (although I sug- 
gest that before he speaks of old 
Baoh as the inventor of music, he 
take a long look at a History of 
Music and also a few chapter of 
Schweiter's "J. S. Bach"). But be- 
ing a worshipper at the same 
shrino I myself have yet to feel 
that a romantic interpretation of 
such a work as the "Chaconne" is 
unpleasing to any car however cul- 
tivated, or, to borrow a phrase 
from Mr. Brown, even "pointless". 

Finally, it is most kind of the 
critic to admit that Prof. Blume 
"is a very competent musician, 
with sufficient technique to handle 
almost any problem", an admision 
grudgingly made since he feels that 
the rccitalist is lacking in the 
knowledge that "the performance 
of a piece ... is as much a cre- 
ation as the actual writing of one"; 
it seems logical to me, however.

that if Mr. Blume is so lacking in 
this knowledge, his position on the 
Faculty of Music is a dubious one, 
.which I know it is not, as this 
musicologist is held in the greatest 
respect and esteem by his collea- 
gues and by the musical population 
of the city. 

I therefore charge Mr. Brown 
with the fault of many another 



young critic (and sometimes older 
ones too, who should know beter) 
that a music criticism is no criti- 
cism at all unless it is uncompli- 
mentary. I wish that Prof. Blume 
would honor the music public more 
frequently with his "competent" 
musicianship, be it Schubertian, 
romantic or otherwise.

These and other situations have 
caused numerous statements to be 
written and spoken about the 
"apathy" on the McGill campus . . . 
Students arc again and again cri- 
ticized o>» their lack of "school 
spirit". 

Is this true? Are we McGillians 
"apathetic*? Do we lack "school 
spirit"? 

Ko! We arc not apathetic and 
we do have school spirit. But we 

iiie soniethinp else — we uve lazy. 

There is a distinction 'between 
"apathy" on one side and "lazi- 
ness" on the other. "Apathy", ac- 
cording to Webster's Collegiate 
Dictionary is defined as "indiffer- 
ence to what appeals to fcclinKS 
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or interest". From the same sour- 
ce "laziness" is said to mean "not 
being easily aroused to activity". 

The difference between the two 
is just this; if we were truly apa 
thetic, an intejvollegiate football 
title would 4nean absolutely 
nothing to us — our interest in 
the matter -would be nil, but being 
merely lazy, an intercollegiate 
championship would be that arou 
sing foice necessary to awaken us 
and nearly all of us would be vital 
ly interested in the Rtidmcn. 

Now you might say that this 
difference means nothing — what 
does it matter whether we're call- 
ed apathetic or whether we're call- 
ed lazy. It is important, however, 
when we realize that chronic lazi 
nuss is the discaie at McGill, rather 
that chronic apathy. Why? Be- 
cause chionic laziness is much 
more easily cured. 

All we need to cure it is sonic- 
thing big — something to appeal 
uniformly to everyone on the cam- 
pus. A football championship 
might do it. The recent Blood 
Drive, with its interfaculty com- 
petition nearly awoke us — about 
forty percent of the student body 
gave blood. These were the "light 
sleepers" — the "heavy sleepers" 
need an even ibiggcr jolt . . .
